The walls fif the crmrt were ilecorated 
with much taste, still the elTect was 
agreeablj- striking. Altof,'etlier the re- 
ception was limited t(j the members of 
the national encampment and tlu- ladies 
accompanying them. The c<iurt was 
filled by a crowd of 4,i»0<tor .'>,()<HI peojile. 
including jx-ople iirominent in othcial 
and social life at the capital. The com- 
mittee in charge of tlie reception had 
jirovided an elaborate i>roKraiii for the 
evening, including music by the Marine 
band and choral society.

FOUND m A BAD CONDITION. 



But One Thniifiaud Men at Work, and but 
UttI* Bataig D«M— lUacwMl Hopes Hdt 
the Lockml-Ottt ll«n--lfor« Indistmeati 
anil Arrest* MmAm aS PltttMrf. 

Homestead, Pn., B8pt. 22.— Chairman 
H. C. Frick, accompanied bjr a colored 
messenger, paid an nnazpeoted visit tn 

the Homestead mills yesterday. They 
left the train at Munhall station and at 
once went to the mill offices. After a 
brief interview with {Superintendent 
Potter the party started on • tODT of in- 
spection of the works. 

This is Mr. Friok's second visit since 
the lockout was ordered eighty days ago. 

That Mr. H. C. Frick did not And 
everytlnng in a 8atisfact(>ry condition in 
the Homestead mill is (juite certain. He 
would not, however, make known his 
conclusions or have anything to say to 
representatives of the press abont the 
sitoation of affairs behind tha Ug fence 
from which newspaper men are care- 
fully e.xclude 1, as the mill's officials re- 
fuse to talk for the public information. 

However, Mr. Frick found tlie twenty- 
three inch mill not running owing to 
its bad r.,.h.litioiis. The bi;c ll'J-inch 
mill is idle, owing to coetly breakage of 
both shears and rolls. The new bi ani 
mill, as Well as one of the o;ien hearth 
mills, was l^arely in operation and «lo- 
ing very little. Mr. Frick .il-io found 
much sickness anion^ the non-union 
workmen, attributable to bad water. 

A workman named Taylor, n steam- 
fitter, who came to the works ainoiiK' 
the first ariivals of non-union men from 
Philadelphia, died in the mill liospital 
Wednesday ni;;ht with tyjihoid fever. 
There are now atiout thirty cases of this 
disease in the mill and borough, occa- 
sioneil, it is tliought, from defective 
sewera^je and bad drinking water. 

News of the wholesale finding of in- 
dictments by the grand .jury Wednes- 
day caused considerable consternation 
among the strikers, who had hoped that 
many of the charges would lie ignored. 

Doserti<jns from the works continue 
until now it is stated on very good au- 
thority, that not more than 1,000 work- 
men remain m the mills. 

Mr. Frick was accompanied on Ids tour 
of iuve6tif<aiion by Julian Kennedy, fc-- 
merly suturintendent of the Carnegie 
plant, yiv. Kennedy is now one of tlie 
owners of tlie ApKdlo iron works anci 
stands very high in the estimation of the 
Carnegie company, with which ho has 
for some time not been connected in any 
manner. His presence at this time is re 
garded as very significant. In fact It is 
currently reported that Mr. Kennedy 
will very soon succeed Suiierintendont 
Potter, with whose conduct of the pres- 
ent lal)or troubles, rumor says, the Car- 
negie i>eople are very much dissatisfied. 
Mr. Kennedy is also held in hi^h regard 
by the former enniloyos at Hmnestead. 
find it is behoved that his engagement 
by the company would certainly bring 
about an early terniuatiou of the present 
diflkmltiaa.

St, Joh.n, N. B., Sept. 2:5. — Buctouch, 
a small seaport town on Northumber- 
land straits, in Kent connty, this prov- 
ince, was almost destroyed by fire ye.s- 
terdaj. Inoandiarlam ia snspeotad as 
the causa of tha flra, which started in 
the rear ot tha kitchen of tha residence 
of .Joseph M/ara, jeweler, and tpnmi to 
sixty other honsee, which were de 
stroyedwith incredible nqrfdity. The 
housee burned were of wood, and the 
town being withont any fire appliances, 
efforts to pravant the spread of the f* re 
proved fatilA. Fanned mr a stiff bree>:e 
ft finally bomed Itaelf oni 

The former oocnpants of the bomed 
houses are camped in small tanta and 
shanties in the field adjoining tiia vil- 
lage. The main arch of the Bnotoache 
britlge, as well as the publio wharf, are 
destroyed. Not a store is left in the vil- 
lage and the half dozen hotels are all 
wi]K'd out. The loas will aggregate 
about tl86,000. The insuranca will fall 
far short of this amount. 



Ballroad Wreck In Iowa. 

Sept 88.— A west 
bound passenger and mail train, on 
tha Ghioafco, Rook Island and Pacific 
road, crashed Into a heavily loaded 
freight train, seven miles west of here, 
at 1 o'clock yesterday morning, wreck- 
ing eight freight cars, the passenger 
locomotive, a postal car and a smoking 
car.

AN ITALIAN REPULBIC. 

Ciie.'it I>iK<|iil<.t in tlie •Jiiiriiiiil— The Atti- 
tiKle of III)' ViitlcMl. 

Rome, .Sept. 23.— The presence in 
Rome of Mgr. Ferrata and the happy 
auguries of the republican policy of the 
pope In France have raised anew the 
(juestion oi republicjin government in 
Italy, from the point of view of Catho- 
lic interests, and the position of the pope. 
The idea of a republic grows among the 
masses. Several conservative journals 
have pronounced clearly for this change. 
This change in sentiment has produced 
a sensation and a sensibla disquietude at 
the Quihnal, and also in tha great Euro- 
pean courts. 

The alteration of sentiment of Italy is 
dun to the tt ndency of the king to sacri- 
lice the country to the interest of the dv- 
nasty liy doubtful alliances. Catholiua 
consider the monarchy has contracted 
exorbitant engagements in order topra- 
vent the solution of the Roman ques- 
tion. The Vatii'an nowhere discourages 
republican aspirations, seeing that the 
advent of a federal republic on the 
American type would give a place to 
Rome as a tree city and patrimony of 
the holy see. 

The Quirinal actively accuses the Vat- 
ican at the courts of Europe with lend- 
ing a liand to the movement which aims 
at the triumph of republicanism in 
Europe, 

The Italian government is specially 
concerned over what might happen 
wlien th» Catholic groups • will declare 
for the republic at the elections. In 
view of this combination, the Austrian 
and German governments recommend 
that the C^uirinal should show less hos- 
tility to the pope and so try to counter- 
act the m'oveuient. If the Italian gov- 
ernment push matters to extremity the 
Vatican can have recourse to extraor- 
dinary measures. The situation leada 
to an important historic solution despite 
the efforts of Vienna and }3«-rlin tO 
moderate the action of the C^uirinal and 
pacify the ecch-siastic party m Rome.

STAR TIME AND SUN TIME. 



Vhe War Attroaenera Viad Ont tfm 

the Start When It It Noon. 

The time for sending out the noon 
signal from Washington is the instant 
the sun crosses the seventy-fifth meri- 
dian. This, however, is not the sun 
which gives us light and heat, but an 
invisible, imaginary one; because, for 
certain reasons, the true sun does not 
cross the meridian at the same moment 
every day, but during one jiart of tlie 
year he gets over it a little more ahead 
of time each day, and during the other 
part he is correspondingly behind time; 
and so this fictltions sun is used, be- 
cause its apparent path around the earth 
brings it exactly over the same line at 
the same moment every day. Now at 
just what iniitant this sun crosses the 
meridian is determined by means of the 
stars, for time at the observatory is not 
reckoned by the stm but by the stars. 

Every clear night an astronomer at the 
observatory looks through a large tele- 
Bcojie for certain stars wliich he knows 
must cross u certain linn at certain times, 
and by the use of an electrical machine 
he makes a record of the time each star 
passes, as shown by a clock which keeps 
sidereal or star time. He then consults 
a printed table, which shows him at just 
what time each star must Iiave passed, 
and by as much as this time differs from 
that recorded by the clock the latter is 
wrong, and in that way the sidereal 
clock is regulated. This star time is then 
reduced to sun time, which requires some 
calculation, as thwe is a difference be- 
twetn the two of about foormiavtss 

each day. 

Tiicse two clocks— thecnekeepingstar 

time and the other sun ti m e are of very 
fine quality, and are as near perfection 
as possible. Although they cannot help 
being affected by changes of tempera- 
ture and different conditions of the at- 
mosphere, they very rarely are more 
tliiin a fractional part of a second out uf 
the way. No attempt is ever made to 
correct such errors, but they are care- 
fully noted and allowed for ia making 
calculatioiis. 

For the purpose of distributing time a 
third clock, known as a transmitter, is 
used. This is st t to keep time by the 
seventy-fifth meridian and is regulated 
by the standard clock before mentioned. 
It is in all respects similar to the other 
clocks, except that it has attached to it 
an ingenious device by which an electric 
circuit may be alternately opened and 
closeil with each beat id' tlie pendulum.

A Carious Cave. 

The cave temple of Karli, India, is 
rightly considered one of the greatest 
wonders of the world. This gigantic 
recess in the mountain ledge has been 

chiseled by human hands from porphyry 
as lnu<l as the hardest flint. The nave 
is K'i li ft long, 45 feet broad and 4t} 
feet from floor to ceiling. Before the 
eiitrance tu the temple stands a monster 
stone elephant, upon whose back is seat- 
ed a colossal goddess, all hewed from one 
Solid block of stone. Like the temple 
walls and the outside ornaments, every 
artit le of adorning si ulpture on the in- 
side is hewed from the native rock. 

There are aisles on each side sep- 
arated from the nave by octagonal pil- 
lars of stone. The capital of each pillar 
is crowned with two knecding elephants, 
on whose backs are seated two figures, 
it jirrM'uting the divinities to whom the 
t< iiiiilc is (ledic ated. These figures are 
]» rlt ct and of beautiful features, as in- 
deed are all the representations of 
deities and divinities in this peculiar 
temple. 

The repnlsiveness so characteristic of 
model n Hindoo and Chineso pagcxlas is 
here wholly wanting. Each figure is 
true to life, or rather to art, there be- 
ing no mythical half horse, half man or 
beast birds depicted in thisunVerground 
wonder of Karli. This wondrous under- 
ground jiagoda or cave temple has been 
a standing puzzle for the learned ar- 
chieologists of both Europe and Asia for 
the last 2,500 years, and is as much of 
an enigma today as it was bi Uie time of 
Confucimk—Philadelphia
